Miyako, Chuo, Yomlnurl, Kokumln, 
Tokyo Nichl Nlchl, Asahi/ Yorozu, 
Tok>o Mainichi, .Vlroliu, Hochl, .IIJI 
and Japan Times. 


Kesolved," the resolution reads, 


"that In our opinion the perfect op- 
eration of constitutional government 
cannot be carried out unless the right 
of free speech bo upheld and the 
avenues of information developed for 
the enlightenment jf the people.

the press, and should this be refused, 
we tlien resolve to unite our efforts 
in Impeaching the government for Its 
unconstitutional action." 
The resolution was passed unanimous- 
ly by those present who then tormeil 
themselves into a delegttion to call 
upon the home minister at tlie 1m- 1 
perlal Diet building.
